I The only man who ever served three 
states in the United States senate— 
Illinois. 
Minnesota and Missouri—- 
and likewise the only one who almost 
fought a duel with Abraham Lincoln 


j will have* a monument erected over 


J his grave at the expense of the gov- 
I ernmenf. 
This 
remarkable 
man. 
James 
Shields, also served with distinction 
as bridagicr and major general in the 
I Mexican war and as brigadier gon- 
; eral in the civil war. 
His grave is 
in St. Mary's cemetery, Carrollton, 
Mo. A bill to place a monument over 
) the grave at a cost of $3,000 has 
I passed the house and has just been 
recommended to the senate for adop- 
| tion by the senate committee on li­ 
brary. 
When a bill gets along that 
far over the legislative course the 
! chances are all in favor of Its final 
passage. 
That he was a natural horn fighter 
was indicated when Shields, as a boy 
at Dungannon, Ireland, where he was 
horn in 1810. tried to fight a duel 
with an English soldier, a veteran 
i of Waterloo. Aloue in a field, at the 
conventional time, sunrise, the youth 
and the veteran leveled pistols at 
each other and pulled triggers with 
; vigor and frequency hut the flint­ 
locks would not work. They stopped 
to pick the flints sdo they would give 
out sparks but before that had been 
done friends discovered them and 
stopped the fight. The cause of the 
near duel was that Shields had call­ 
ed the veteran a liar in connection 
w»th some eulogistic remarks of the 
latter on the extraordinary valor of 
the Engl’sh army. 
They afterwards 
became close*, friends and Shields re­ 
ceived his first military lessons from 
the man from Waterloo. 
As 
told by W. H. Condon, 
who 
wrote a hfetory of General Shields, 
the trouble with Lincoln occurred in 
184 2, when Shields was in his sec­ 
ond term as stat* auditor of Illinois, 
It. was a time of hitter political war­ 
fare. the worst feature of which was 
the publication of three anonymous 
letters attacking Shields published 
! 'n a Springfield 
newspaper. 
One 
signed "Rebecca of the Lost Town­ 
ships" was credited by tho editor to 
Lincoln and acknowledged by the lat­ 
ter. Condon says, and the other two 
were written by women. The letters 
referred to Shields "as a fool'as well 
as a liar." ridiculed his manners and 
his alleged egotism and attacked his 
official record. 
Shields wrote to Lincoln 
asking 
a retraction and the latter refused to 
answer on the ground that Shields* 
note conveyed a menace. Shields dis­ 
avowed any intention of menacing 
Lincoln but the latter still declined 
to withdraw the charges made in the 
]‘ Rebecca" letter unless Shields would 
first withdraw his first note. 
Shields sent a challenge to Lin­ 
coln by General Woodside. Lincoln 
accepted and named as the weapons, 
broadswords. Dueling was forbidden 
in Illinois and so the parties, wit). 
(their seconds, started for Missouri. 
Meantime friends w*ere engaged In 
} efforts to bring about peace and they 
finally succeeded before the party 
reached the fighting grounds. Lin­ 
coln wrote a letter withdrawing the 
charges and Shields accepted it with 
satisfaction.
